bill, Mr. Mcrhcrson staled that the 
recent events In 
Ireland 
had only 


strengthened the view that an undi- 
vided Ireland was impossible; 
Refer- 


Ing to th« proposal for an Irish coun- 
cil, which is 'ono of the points In the 
blil that has been severely attacked, he 
t-ald the government was prepared to 
listen sympathetically lo suggestions 
for Improving the council. 


The government, the secretary de- 


clared, had acted magnanimously to- 
ward Ireland In pasl years. The pres- 
ent prosperity of the country waa duo 


to Its connection with th« United King-1 
dom, he ass fir ted, anil any secession, 
m whole or part, could not bo tolerated. 
It would be suicidal, he Insisted, .for 
Ireland to be separated from iho em- 
pire. 


John fl. Clynes, laborite member for 


Manchester Northeast and who was a 
member of the 
parliamentary group 


wh'.ch early in Ihe year visited Ire- 
land to investigate conditions there, in 
moving1 a rejection of the bill, referred 
to the. etfent on British-American rela- 
tions of the present system of govern- 
ment in Ireland of Imprisonment and 
deportation without trial.

declared that the bill had been accent- 
ed by few and approved by none of ihe 
labor party. .

The Rlcijius'cambadgicnsls grows 
five feel tall, the R. lacinfcaLus 6 fett, 
and IT. sansulncus & feet, and R. bor- 
boniensis is of such rapid growth that 
It gets 15 feet tall, making

small tree In ono season. In the south- 
ern states it often attains a height ot 
IS to 20 feet. 


These may be .used to screen a drive-
